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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Tuesday - Day Of Decision 


| 


Tuesday will be a day of decision for Andover voters, 
as they share the responsibility of selecting state-wide 
officers, legislators, congressmen and a United States 
senator. 

We've heard it said in altogether too many places that 
no Republicans will have a chance Tuesday. Many times 
this is a partisan cry, echoed by others who have no real 
way of knowing whether it is true or not. And its effect is 
to discourage men and women from voting for Republican 
candidates, feeling that their vote will be wasted.

Pay For The Job! 


Another idea on teachers’ pays has been suggested, and 
s inexorably interwoven with the merit proposal now being 
sonsidered by the School Committee. 

Member Frederick Allis Jr. has spoken up in favor of a 
lependency clause in the basic salary schedule. The way 
1e sees it the basic scale should be $3,800, as presently 
»stablished, Increments would be put into effect, probably 
‘ollowing the pattern set forth in the study committee's 
‘ecommendations. The maximum, though, would be held to 
about $5,600 instead of the $6,000 allowed under the study 
zroup’s plan. Then a maximum of $500 would be allowed 
or dependents, depending on the number. 

It has become apparent that a good basic schedule is a 
ecessary ingredient of a merit plan. Teachers and many 
ndividuals believe that merit pay should not be instituted 
vefore a reasonable scale is set up for all teachers. Thus 
Ar. Allis’ idea becomes a part of the general debate and 
nust take its place in the over-all merit plan discussion. 

In general, the dependency allowance is a means to- 
vards the end result of recruiting men into the system. 
Aany communities use it and are satisfied that it does 
ing men teachers into the teaching ranks. But is the 
ieans justified by the result? 

We believe it is not. 

We can’t see anything fair about paying one teacher 
iore, for the same job, based on personal considerations 
utside the control of the School Committee or any other 
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public body. It seems that a problem of teacher morale 


would be created, with dependent-less teachers coming to 


wonder whether it would be more rewarding financially, 


perhaps, to think about dependents rather than academic 


improvement, 


It just doesn’t seem logical, despite the recruiting ad- 


vantage, to pay unequally for the same basic task.
